“I feel that any investment that 
the state may make in such a pro- 
gram will be a sound investment, 
and this can be done without bur- 
dening, the taxpayer. 

‘Th the course of my campaign,” 
he concluded, "I will leavé no 
doubts in the minds of the people 
of Florida ns to the specific means 
by which I propose toimprove our 
rond system, health conditions, 
better our educatínal . facilities 
and other parts of my program."
